QOVENMENT REPORT 

FOR MAY. 



Wellington, D. 0, May 10.- The 
monthly crop report of the Agri< iiltural 
' Department is as follows- 

Returns to the statistician of the De- 
partment of Agricultnte, ma.!e up to 
Ma; 1, show the area under winter 
wheat in cultivation on that date,to have 
been about 2G.SS.1.000 acre, or 3, 663,000 
or 11 8 percent l»ss than the area esti- 
mated to have been shown last fall. The 
reduction in acreage in the principal 
states, offing to winter killing a. d the 
ravage* of the Hessian fir, is as lollowc 
Indiana, 1,008,000; Ohio, 989,000; Miclf 
igao, 317.OO0; Pennsylvania, 158,000; and 
Illinois, 137.000 acres. 

For the area remaining under cultiva- 
tion the average condition on May 1 was 
88.9. While this average condition is 0.2 
points above the mean of the averages of 
the last ten years and ha* been exceeded 
only three time, in fifteen years. it must 
be remembered that the acreage plowed 
up, cut for forage (except in California, 
where it is not yet definitely ascertain- 
able), or otherwise abandoned, has been 
entirely eliminated. The high! average, 
of condition reported lasti month for 
Kansas, Missouri. Texas and other more 
more or less important wheat producing 
States that have escaped the ravages of 
the fly, have been fully maintained, and 
on May 1, nearly one-half of the entire 
: winter wheat acreage remaining under 
cultivation reported a 'ull normal or atill 
higher condition. 

The average condition of winter rye on 
r \C»v 1, was 8» 5, as compared with 85.2 
I on May 1, 1X99; 04 5 on May 1, 1898, and 
89.7 the mean of the May averages for 
the last ten years. Peunsvlvania and 
New York, with 12 1 per cent of the to- 
tal winter rye acreage of the country, 
report londitiuns II points and 4 points, 
respectively.below their 10 year averages. 
Kansas, which rarms third in the scaleof 
acreage, reports tl 
tlon of 107, the hi| 
1 of which there i» «»j 

The average condition of meadows 
mowing lands on May 1 was 90.8, against 
84.0 on May 1, 1899; 92 9, on May 1. 1808 
and 91 3, the mean of the May averages 
of the last ten years. 

The average condition of spring pas- 
tura was 9U, against 83.5 on M.y 1, 1899 
91.2 on May 1, 1898, and 90.0, the mean 
of the May averages of the last ten years. 

Spring plowing is more or less late in 
almost every state in which its condition 
ia a matter'of any especial significance. 
The only nouble exceptions are Penn- 
sylvania, Kentucky, Illinois, Kansas, 
Missouri and Arkansas. 

The work already done in the country 
at large is estimated at 68.4 per cent of 
the total contemplated, the proportion 
usually done by May 1 being about 75 
per cent of the whole. In South Carolina, 
Alabama, Mississippi and Texas, the 
work is later than in any year for which 
records are available.

The contestant In the effort 
swallows a considerable quantity of 
the liquid concoction. 

This !s the reason for the game, for 
the bowl Is passed from one to the oth- 
er many times In succession before the 
strawberry Is captured. When that 
moment finally arrives, all of tho 
guests have reached a ripe stnge of 
hilarity. This Is the game as it Is 
played among the higher classes. 
Among those of n lower social standing 
the fiery liquor of the country Is sub- 
stituted for wine. With them straw- 
berry fishing develops Into a function 
compared to which a fighting mixed 
ale party In this town Is tho recrention 
of a group of peace seeking Quakers.

One on the Starr King ridge, only 3 
feet 11 Inches In diameter, was 1,140 
years old. Another on the same ridge, 
only 1 foot 7V4 Inches In diameter, hnd 
reached the age of 834 years. The first 
15 Inches from the bark of a medium 
seized tree— « feet In diameter— on the 
north Tcuaya pavement had 850 layers 
of wood, or 67 to the Inch. Beyond 
this the count was stopped by dry rot 
and overgrown wounds. 

Tho largest I examined was 33 feet 
In girth, or nearly 10 feet In diameter, 
and. though I failed to get anything 
like a complete count I learned enough 
from this and many other specimens 
to convince me that most of the trees 
8 to 10 feet thick, standing on polish- 
ed glacier pavements, are more than 
20 centuries of age rather than less. 
Barring accidents, for all I can see, 
they would live forever. When killed, 
they waste out of existence about aa 
slowly as granite.— John Mulr In At- 
lantic
